ENORMOUS DAMAGE DONE 


By the Fleods in the Far Northwest--A Story 
of Starvation, 


Seattle, Wash., November 24—News from 
the flood in the distant Skywamish river 
shows the damage to be enormous and that 
the next freshet may cause the river to 
take a new course, thereby destroying the 
business part of the town of Sultan. A 
famine is likely to occur among railroad 
camps, both among men and horses, unless 
some means is devised of getting supplies 
from the east of the mountains. tree 
fell across ihe camp of James park, near 
Stevens City, killing three men and seri- 
ously injuring Ed O’Brien and two others. 
The names of the others have not yet been 
reported. No mails have gotten into Sul- 
tan since November 18th. 

A startling story of strrvation among 
miners in the mountains east of Snohom- 
ish, reached here yesterday by E. T. Keits 
and Fritz Eilinestone, who had been for 
fifty hours Without food. The freshets 
hemmed the miners in, and, on account of 
their exhausted condition, were unable to 
get to the tranport and obtain a new sup- 
ply of food. Keits and Ellingstone are the 
ouly men out of fifty miners who starter for 
Snohomish four days ago, able to get in. 
Others dropped along the route from sheer 
exhaustion and want of food. and it is 
feared they are lost in the woods. The 
survivors hud searcely any clothing when 
they arrived, which, with their pinched and 
gaunt features. dumbly testified to the truth 
of their alarining tale. 


AN AGCIDENTAL KILLING. 


Marked the Celebratiun of Thankegiving 
Day at Thomasville. 

Thomasville, Ga., November 24.--(Special.)—- 
The Thanksgiving holiday in Thomasville was 
marred by a sad accident. A crowd of sports- 
men went gunning. among them Mr. W. H. 
Cooper, who was one of a party of four. 
While shooting quail several miles from the 
city, a gun. in the haads of Mr. J. M. Har- 
rell, exploded while he was putting in the 
shells. The load took effect in Mr. Cooper. 
who was twenty-seven yards in advance, kill- 
ing him almost instantly, the shot having 
entered his heart. Another one of the party 
had one shot to strike him, so close was he 
to Mr. Cooper. Mr. Harrell had his fingers 
injured by the explosion. 

The accident was a peculiar one. No. 8 shot 
was the charge. A coroner’s inquest tonight 
formed a verdict according to the above facts.

Lynchbure Suffers Heavily by a Conflagra- 
tiou—B'azes in Other Places. 

Lynchburg, November 24.—One of the most 
disastrous fires ever visited this city started 
early this morning in Craighill’s fertilizer 
establishment. Owing to a strong northwest 
wind the fire seon got beyond control of the 
firemen and in a few minutes the adjoining 
building, occupied by Hefferman as a sash, 
door, blind and stained glass manufactory.

A WARM WELCOME BY THE VILLAGERS 


When Mr. Cleveland Landed on the 
Island. 


MRS, CLEVELAND HAS A NARROW ESCAPE 


Horses Attached to the Cafriaze in Which 
She Wes Riding Rua Away, but 
Are Cheched. 
3 


Exmore, Va., November 24.—President 
elect Cleveland is enjoying himself quietly 
on Broadwater island, a beautiful resort 
which is owned by the Broadwater Club. 
It is nineteen miles from Exmore landing 
which place is two miles from Exmore 
station on the New York, Philadelphia 
and Norfolk railroad. The private steam 
launch Sunshine plies between the land- 
ing and the island over a course which 
follows Machepongo creek for five and a 
half miles. The island is nine miles long 
and three miles wide and contains a pop- 
ulation of twentyone families. At the 
late election thirty-one votes were polled 
and they were all for Cleveland. 

The president-elect and his friends, 
Charles B. Jefferson and L. Clark Davis, 
are guests of Jcseph L. Ferrell. president 
of the club, at his cottage, which is a 
short distance from the club house, the 
latter standing in a grove of pine trees, 
half a mile inland. Mr. Davis is a mem- 
ber of the club. 

Mr. Cleveland and his two friends ar- 
rived at Exmore station shortly after 5 
o’clock yesterday morning, but the party 
remained in the private car of General 
Superintendent Kenney, of the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore railroad, 
until 8 o’clock. Although the hamlet 


|} contains but thirteen houses and five of 


them are stores, nearly 500 people wel- 
comed the distinguished guest, and gave 
him a cordial reception, both at the sta- 
tion and the landing. Mr. Cleveland 
acknowledged this welcome by uncover- 
ing his head and shaking hands with the 
gathering. At 8:30 o’clock the Sunshine 
conveyed the trio to Broadwater island. 

Although the object of Mr. Cleveland's 
visit is to secure absolute quiet and much- 
needed rest, he expects to spend some 
time in duck shooting. The heavy north- 
wester, which continued steadily both 
yesterday and today, has prevented gun- 
ning and the 


the island today and presented his card 
to the president-elect. He was received 
courteously, but wir. Cleveland begged to 
be excused from submitting to interview. 
He, however, expresses himself as being 
delighted with his surroundings and said 
it was his intention to remain on the 
island five or six days. Then he will 
join Mrs. Cleveland at Lakewood, N. J. 
It is probable, however, that if the presi- 
dent-elect’s plans are interrupted by call- 
ers, he will. stay several days longer. 
The club house contains but four guests, 
three of them college studeuts from Phil- 
adelphia, who are here for duck shooting, 
and a United Press reporter. 

It does not seem possible that a more 
isolated spot could have been selected 
where Mr. Cleveland might be free from 
the varfous annoyances to which he is 
subjected in New York. The island’s 
population, with the exception of the 
crew of the United States life-saving sta- 
tion, are in the employ of the club. 

Since Mr. Cleveland's arrival the weath- 
er has been remarkably cold for this lo- 
cality. It is expected that the wind will 
fall sufficiently by tomorrow to allow the 
party to go duck shooting. The Sunshine 
will convey the guests opposite the blind 
when rowboats will be taken. The yacht 
will remain in waiting, so the party can 
find shelter when suffering from cold. 

One fourth of Broadwater island is coy- 
ered with splendid groves of pines, hollies, 
sassafras and orchards of fig trees. This 
portion is a succession of mounds, but 
the remainder is level and slopes gradu- 
ally to what is considered the finest beach 
in America. The beach has a continuous 
length of ten and a half miles and is per- 
fectly smooth and of such solidity that 
a carriage with narrow tires makes no 
impression upon it. 

Mr. Cleveland ate his Thanksgiving din- 
ner at 5 o'clock, the only persons present 
being his companions, Messrs. Davis, Jef- 
ferson and the host Mr. Ferrell. 

Mrs. Clevelaud’s Narrow Escupe.

Cleveland had a most miraculous escape 
from being dashed down an embankment 
while out riding this afternoon. The horses 
attached to the carriage, which contained 
Mrs, Cleveland, Mrs. F. P. Freeman, Jr., 
and the Messrs. Freeman, became frighten- 
ed and dashed away at a breakneck speed. 
Mr. Freeman, who had the reins, guided 
the enraged animals over a narrow road 
and by a deep chasm, and finally succeeded 
in pulling them up before any injury was 
done to the occupants. The party was thor- 
oughly frightened and imm tely returned 
to the Freeman cottage, where . Cleve- 
land is stopping. Mrs. Cleveland made very 
=. ei of the occurrence, later in the day, 
when she became calm.

The negroes admitted their guilt and 
boasted of other murders, and of having 
burned several houses. A mob was or- 
gan.zed to lynch the negroes but Sherif 
Rodgers was assisted by a number of 
armed citizens with guns and the would- 
be lynchers were bluffed. He succeeded 
in reaching Jasper with the prisoners and 
there they were jailed. Tonight, how- 


ever, a mob has formed and will endeavor 


to reach Jasper by special train if they 
can capture an engine.

A MODERN BLUEBEARD. 


William Mayhar’s Fifth Wife Dies Under 
Suspicioas Circumstances. 

Omaha, Neb., November 24.—Fremont 
county is excited over the mysterious death 
of the fifth wife of William Mayhar. Mrs. 
Mayhar died suddenly on October 28th. 
She had taken tree four-grain capsules of 
Quinine for toothache aud in less than an 
hour she was dead. Rumor had it that 
Mayhar had made way with several wives 
and the coroner determined to hold an in- 
quest. The body of wife No. 5 was disin- 
terred. The stomach, brain and lungs we:e 
sent to the state chemist for analysis, which 
disclosed strychnine poisoning and the jury 
yesterday rendered a verdict in accordance 
with the facts. 

Mayhar is sixty years old and a native 
of Ireland. He married a California woman, 
who soon died of consumption, Mayhar says. 
In 1868 he married Mrs. Travis. In two 
years she was taken sick and died. Three 
months later Mayhar married Mattie Hoon, 
a Sidney, Iowa, woman. She lived twelve 
years. Mayhar moved to Axtelle, Kansas, 
und one morning wife No. 3 died while at 
the breakfast table. After the lapse of 
three years Mayhar married Miss Anna 
Lamb, of Sidney. They went to Axt. Ile, 
and there wife No. 4 died of spinal trouble, 
according to Mayhar's story. en Maybar 
married Mrs. Erbeck, a widow, with two 
small children. The death of wife No. 5 is 
related above. 


DEATH OF “COLONEL” MORRIS. 


One of Washington's Cranks Dies in the In 
sane Asylum. 

Washington, November 24.—The death has 
just been announced of Colonel“ Morris Pin- 
chover, one of Washington’s most widely 
known characters, and whose reputation, in 
fact, extended far beyond the capital. He 
died of pneumonia in the United States insane 
asylum. To all prominent congressmen and 
senators, and many others in public life, the 
name and claims of Colonel“ Pinchover were 
familiar. He was of German birth, and, at 
one time, a prosperous business man of Bal- 
timore, but reverses wrecked his fortune and 
his intellect. He believed himself heir to 
millions, and that conspirators were keeping 
him from taking possession of his property, 
and be carried around with him a circular tin 
box, containing numerous papers to establish 
his claim.

‘An Important Trial That Is Pending Be 
| fore Judge Newman. 


IT INVOLVES ‘THE “SUM OF $12,000 


& Suit to Recover the Amount ofa Note 
Claimed to Have Been Signed by a 
Deceased Man~Fraud the Detense. 


— ů 


A very unusual enit and one that is full 
of interest to the World of readers is now 
pending in the federal court. 

The amount of money involred in the 
suit is $12,009, and the monetary consider- 
ation alone would make it a suit of unusual 
dignity. . 

But the principal issue involved in the 
litigation attaches to the signature, and the 
court has been concerned for several days 
in the eifort to settle that particular phrase 
of the controversy. 

The door hinges on this problem “did a 
certain man sign the note or did another sign 
it for him?“ : 

Or to put it in simpler phrasology and to 
‘use the language of the code, is the note 
genuine or is it a forgery? 

The suit is brought in the name of Mrs. 8. 
E. M. Mobley, who appears as the plaintiff 
in the case and is represented by the fol- 
lowing able attormeys: Messrs, Dorsey, 
Brewster aud Eo H. F. Golighety, L. 
F. Rean and T. W. Latham 

The defendants in the suit are T M. 
Adams and I: A. Pace, executors of R. G. 
Herbert, de Tuey are represented 
by Mess@s. N. J. K T. A. Hammond, Ros- 
ser & Carter and iam F. Turner. 

The controversy, aside from the issue in 
dispute is one of considerable magnitude 
by reason of the splendid array of legal 
talent eulistod on either side. It is not 
overs. day in the week that the court room 
of Judge Newman affords an arena for 
such.a forensic battle as the one which 
is now pending. 

It is claimed by Mrs. Mobley that the 
note is legally an ge | her property, and 
representa a debt for that amount which 
was actually contracted. She is suing 
therefore in order to recover that amount 
and to reduce her note to currency. 

On the other hahd it is claimed by the 
attorneys, who represent the two execu- 
tors, that the note.is not genuine, and the 
signature is that of another individual who 
undertook to forge the mame of the de- 


ceased. 

That is the effort which is being made by 
the defendants to prevent the case from 
being settled_in favor At the plaintiff. 

Thev claim that Mr. Herbert never signed 
it and in corroboration of the plea, they based 
their theory upon a Will which was execu- 
ted several years and which bears the 
genuine signature of Mr. Herbert. 

They declare that the signature which 
appears on the note is too exact and alto- 
gether too much e the signature as 
shown at the bottom of the will. The one 
is a perfect tac-similé of the other, and the 
resemblance is too strikingly apparent to 
be genuine. 

It is claimed, therefore, by the defend- 
ants, that the signature’ which appeared 
upon the note is merely a trace of the 
original appended to the deed. They insist 
that every little curve is translated, and 
-that no man although his signature may be 
easily identified, ever writes with that ex- 
actitude and * of lettering that makes 
one signature the precise fac-simile of any 
other one. 8 * 

It is urged on the other hand that simi- 
larity or even exactitude of penmanship in 
minor ~eculiarity of style, is no establish- 
ment of forgery, fails to overthrow the 
apparent evid & genuine and honest 
signature. If a n should happen to

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A Prisoner Said to Have Killed Four Men 
and Is Said to Be Badly Wanted. 


A TOUGH GROWD* IN THE. JAIL 


There Are Eight Men Charged with Mur 
der in the Jail, and Many iOther 
Bad Characters Besides. . 


If John B. Miller, a prisoner in the Fulton 
county jail, is half as bad as he tells his fel- 
low prisoners he is, he is a strong competi- 
tor for the laurels of the Bad Man from 
Bitter Creek. Indeed, that famous gentle- 
men is not in the race with Mr. Miller at 

During his leisure moments at jail Mil- 
ler regales his fellow prisoners with excit- 
ing chapters from his past life, and they 
would make good material for a blood-and- 
thunder novel, so thrilling and awe-inspir- 
ing are they. 

Mr. Miller is not verdant by any means, 
and he has evidently knocked about the 
world some. He was arrested by Patrel- 
man Miller some weeks ago for passing 
counterfeit money, and has been in jvil 
since, awaiting the disposition of his case 
by the United States court. When arrested 
he had just passed a counterfeit dollar to 
a merchant on Decatur street. It was 
learned that he had passed six or seven 
counterfeit dollars to merchants in the same 
block in which he was arrested. He told 
the officers that he was from Charleston, S. 
C., and did not know that the money was 
bogus. The patrolmen thought differently,

Detective Joe 
Green, who talked with Miller when he 
was first arrested, says he was convinced 
from the talk he had with him that he was 
a hardened criminal. The man’s past will 
likely be investigated.

Jailer Miller says that never before, since 
he has veen connected with the jail has he 
had such a tough lot of prisoners to handle. 

There are eight men in jail charged with 
murder, and some of them are desperate 
characters, and give the jailers a great deal 
of trouble. John Dumas, the negro who 
brained the old negro peddler at the water- 
works, is a bad prisoner, and is continually 
putting e officers to trouble. jail is 
preuy full, and extra dilligence and watch- 
fulness are necessaty to prevent trouble 
among the prisoners, and escapes from jail. 

There are four white men in the jail 
charged with murder. Neither of them 
ever gives the jail officials the slightest 
trouble.

The Nicaragua Canal Convention. 

On the 30th of this month a convention 
of business men will be held in New Or- 
leans to consider the Nicaragua canal 
enterprise, and it is almost a certainty 
that Atlanta will be represented by sev- 
eral delegates. 

The total length of the route from ocean 
to ocean is 169 miles, but Lake Nicara- 
gua can be utilized for 100 miles and the 
San Juan river for 42 miles, leaving only 
about 26 miles to be excavated. The 
cost will be less than $100,000,000, and 
tho canal can be completed by 1895. The 
company has obtained valuable conces- 
sions from Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
and all that it asks of our government is 
that it shall guarantee the interest on its 
bonds. 

It is important that we should control 
this canal, and there is no doubt that 
it will be profitable. The coaling stations 
maintained there will create a market 
that will take all the southern coal that 
can be spared. Then it gives us a short 
route to China and Japan, two countries 
which last year purchased $75,000,000 
worth of cotton goods, of which only 
7,000,000 pounds came from the south. 
As a recent writer on the subject says: 

These foreign countries are beginning to 
manufacture cotton. In Japan there are now 
380,000 spindles and they are gradually in- 
creasing the use of our cotton, as it 1s far 
superior to that of India. The increase in use 
of our cotton, in the face of the long haul 
across the continent by rail, proves conclu- 
sively that if the expensive haul by rail could 
be avoided and our cotton delivered to them 
at reasonable rates, we could not only com- 
pete with India, but would practically sup 
plant it. There is a market now of 375, 
000,000 in China, Japan and Corea. The con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal will place 
our cotton in those markets at such rates as 
to give as practically a monopoly on account 
of the superior quality of our cotton. If, for 
the past two years of depression, we coulc 
have had a market there to have drawn off 
even a million bales annually, it is easy to 
see our co“ton would have brought 10 cents. 
These markets would consume far more than 
our surplus as soon as we can reach them, 
And the markets there and in other countries 
that will be reached will increase more rapidly 
than the increase in our production cf cotton. 
Our cotton lands would then be the most 
degrable farm lands in the world. Should 
the government take control of the canal and 
thus insure not only its speedy construction, 
but insure its operation in the interest of our 
commerce, we would not be compelled to 
await its construction and operation to feel 
its benefits like if built and controlled by 
pr‘vate individuals. As soon as endorsed by 
the government the public would have con- 
fidence in it, and cotton plantations that are 
now being hawked about without any to take 
them, would be taken up quickly at remu- 
nerative prices by parties desiring to make 
safe investments. Government endorsement 
of the Nicaragua canal means immediate 


| benefit to the south. 


China alone has a population of 500.- 
000,000 and yet all these millions have 
been practically cut off from our pro- 
ducers and traders because of the long 
ocean voyage from our eastern and south- 
ern ports. When the canal is completed 
England will no longer be able to dispose 
of her India cotton to China, Japan and 
Corea. The southern staple will be in 
demand, and cheap and rapid water tran- 
sit will leave it without a rival. 

It is unnecessary to say that the south 
is heartily in favor of this enterprise. We 
are not in favor of government aid to 
private corporations, but as this canal is 
of international importance and should 
be controlled by this country, we do 
not see how there can be any serious 
objection to the participation of our gov- 
ernment in it to the small extent of guar- 
auteeing the interest on its bonds.

The Great Comet and the Barth Will 
Have a Wrestle. 
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AS TO WHAT THE EFFECT WILL BE 


The Impression Is That We Will Only Sse 
a Nice Display of Fireworks, and the 
Comet Will Be Sadly Worsted. 


Not only is the mysterious comet rapidly. 
approaching the earth, 

But the earth is moving towards the 
comet. 

That there will be acollision tomorrow 
night seems to be admitted, the comet, how- 
ever, getting the worst of the contact. 

The heavy meteoric displays which have 
been variously witnessed since the 6th of 
November, have not only aroused public 
curiosoty, but alarmed superstision. People 
are praying now who never prayed before. 
They will watch for tomorrow night with all 
the fervor felt by the now antiquated mille- 
rite. 

It Is Certainly Coming. 

Professor Charles A. Young, one of the 
most learned sky-readers in the country, 
while doubting that the dreaded visitor is 
Beila’s comet, is of the opinion that it is 

proaching the earth, and t it is nearer 
than many suppose. 

If it were Beila’s comet it should have 
worked a little to the north. It has, on the 
contrary, been working toward the, south. 
The opinion is that it is working in nearly 
the same orbit as one of the old Beila com- 
ets, but it cannot be seen how it can be 
either of Beila’s comets, unless something 
very strange has happened to them within 
forty years. 

Cuts the Earth’s Orbit. 

Professor Young says that Beila’s comet 
first recognized in 1826. Its period was 
found to be six years and six days. Its 
orbit almost cuts that of the earth. At one 
spot the two orbits come within forty or 
fifty thousand miles pf each other. If the 
earth were at the nearest point in its orbit 
when the comet passed, it still would not 
be struck by it if the comet kept straight to 
its proper orbit. Frequently, however, pertur- 
bations occur which might allow the present 
comet, if travelling nearly in the path of 
Beila’s comet, to strike the earth. 

A similar scare to the present one occurred 
in 1832, when the original Beila’s comet ap- 
proached the earth in a similar way. It 
passed by, in its orbit, without causing any 
disturbance whatever. In 1838 it was not 
seen. In 1842, however, it appeared again, 
and this time was accompanied by a strange 
phenomenon. Shortly after 1t became visi- 
ble it split in two and the two parts moved 
apart several millions of miles from each 
other. In 1852 the two pieces came around 
at the regular time of the original comet. 

The next positive sight of it was in 1872. 
Then it was accompanied by another strange 
phenomenon. Three or four weeks after it 
had passed there appeared on Thanksgiving 
eve a shower of meteors. Another shower 
was seen in its path in 1885. The impres- 
sion prevailed that the comet had broken to 
pieces, and that those showers were frag- 
ments of Beila’s comet. It is more likely 
that the comet has lost its power of shin- 
ing, a8 sometimes happens, and that these 
phenomena are other comets following in 
its tracks, as often happens. 

This explanation will suggest the theory 
that the present comet is not Beila’s. Beila's 


comet should have passed by in May and | ter 


July, so, unless they have been greatly dis- 
turbed, which is not probable, it cannot be 
one of these. This comet is seen in the 
same place as Beila’s comet would be if half 
a year later, so follows the opinion that it 
is another comet following in nearly the 
same path as Beila’s, which has lost its 
power of shining. 
It Will Be Here Saturday Night. 

“Tt has increased in size since I first saw 
it,“ says Professor Young, “so in my opiu- 
ion it is probably coming toward us. It is 
travelling about 750,000 miles a day. As 
the earth is approaching the place where the 
two orbits come together at the rate of 
1,500,000 miles a day, the comet, if it trav- 
els in the orbit of Beila’s, will pass by the 
nearest spot to the earth’s orbit eight hours 
before the earth reaches it, and this will be 
before Sunday, probably Saturday night. 

“The appearance of the comet is much 
different from the ordinary. At first its 
edges were as clear as if cut with a pair of 
scissors. Now, however, its tail has grown 
much longer and resembles a brush. Its 
spectrum is continuous, but without the 
dark lines, so probably it is not a self-lumi- 
nous bedy. It is now three or four times 
as large as avhen I first saw it, and last 
night I saw in many parts of it little shin- 
ing particles, which with the telescope I 
recognized to be stars shining through it. 
So it is a gaseous substance, and if it does 
strike the earth will cause no great harm.“ 

No More Harm Than a Feather Bed. 

Its substance is extremely rare. Our air 
is several hundred times more dense, so if 
it does strike the earth it will do more harm 
to the inhabitants than a feather bed would 
to the fish if it should fall on the ocean. 
The greatest possible harm that could come 
would be the falling of a few hundred me- 
teoric stones over the surface of the earth 
and a slight disturbance in our atmosphere, 
caused by its gases mixing with our air. 
Its diameter is about 25,000 miles, so the 
falling of as many meteoric stones as it 
seems to contain over such a surface would 
spréad them so thinly that not very many 
would strike the earth, and these would do 
little damage.

GIVES IT UP. 


A Peculiar and Sensational Turn in the Gober 
Case. 

The Gober investigation took an unlooked 
for and somewhat sensational turn last 
night. 

At one stage of the proceedings Mr. 
Glenn, displeased at one of the decisions of 
the committee, put his hat on his head and 
started to leave the room, at the same time 
saying that he would have nothing more to 
do with the case. 

He was detained, however, by Major 
Bacon, a member of the committee, who 
told him he must stay as a witness. After 
that Mr. Glenn remained, but b. all of his 
actions he showed that he has virtually 
abandoned the case. 

In the course of the investigation Mr. 

Gelnn called Captain Newman, of Canton, 
to the stand and questioned him with re- 
gard to a certain conversation between 
him, the witness, and Mr. Glenn which took 
place some time before in Marietta. 
In this Mr. Glenn complained of his treat- 
ment by Judge Gober. Upon objection of 
Judge Gober’s counsel, the committee held 
that the fact that a complaint was made 
could be shown but that he could not go 
into the details of the conversation. 

Mr. Glenn asked to file a written protest 
to this ruling and asked the committee to 
refer the question to the general assembly 
whether this evidence was admissible. This 
the committee declined to do and asked Mr. 
Glenn to proceed with the investigation. 
With that Mr. Glenn picked up his hat 
and said he would have nothing further to 
do with the case and started to leave the 
room. 

It was then that he was detained by 
Major Bacon. He remained but said he 
would do so simply as a witness and would 
have nothing more to do with the matter as 
a memorialist. 

The committee then questioned Captain 
Newman as to the fact of the complaint 
having been made, putting the question in 
the form in which they hod asked Mr. 
Genn to put it; and Captain Newman an- 
swered it fully, stating all that was said. 
This did away with the objection of Mr. 
Glenn, but still he refused to proceed. 

After that several witnesses were ex- 
amined. The witnesses who were summon- 
ed by the memorialists, were given a thor- 
ough and sifting examination by the com- 
mittee and Mr. Glenn was respectfully 
asked by the committee to make any sug- 
gestions to them or to ask the witnesses 
any questions he might see fit. 

He refused to do either. 

Then a number of witnesses were exam- 
ined who corroborated the statements made | 
by Judge Gober and other witnesses who 
testified to the judge’s courteous treatment 
of Mr. Glenn, and to Mr. Glenn’s discour- 
teous treatment of the court, these all 
agreeing in the statements concerning Mr. 
Glenn’s condition at the time. — 

The committee adjourned to meet Mon- 
day night at 7:30; but it looks very much as 
if Mr. Glenn has abandoned his case.

| The officers of the road are highly elated 


at the completion of its splendid arrange- 
ments and are congratulating themselves 
over the fact that their terminal facilities 
are equal to those of any road entering the 
city. 
They have triumphed over what seemed 
insurmountable obstacles in securing their 
entrance to the union depot, and it was 
only after a hard fight that they were able 
to get in at all. 
Balked at First. 

As is well known the Georgia, Carolina 

and Northern was unable to come directly 


to come into the city parallel with the 
Georgia road, and had surveyed a route 
along that line, locating a depot site in the 
rear of the Ballard transfer stables on 
Hunter street. This plan worked smoothly 
enough until the oflicials began to put it 
into operation. Then it met with strenu- 
ous opposition. The Georgia road filed a 
bill of injunction before Judge Marshall 
J. Clarke asking that the new road be re- 
strained from occupying the ss route. 
It was set forth that to carry out the 
planned route of the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern several sidetracks of the Georgia 
road would have to be torn up and rendered 


useless.

not long in starting to put their new plan 


into execution. 
Intothe City at Last. 

Arrangements were made with the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic road to connect with that 
line at Howells, four miles from the city, 
by a belt line and bring their passengers 
in over that route. This put the new road 
into ine depot on an equal footing with the 
other roads 

To carry out this plan a belt six miles in 
length had to be built from a point on the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern, four miles 
from the city to Howells, on the Westerr 
and Atlantic. 

To build a belt line required time, and 
the management set about it in earnest. 
The coutracts were let to contractors with 
the stipulation that it be pushed through 
rapidly. 


The work was done with the utmost dis- 
patch, aud on Monday was completed. All 
that remains to be done is to put in the 
switches. Next week the handsome trains 
of the Georgia, Carolina and Northern will 
roll into the union depot
